Mary's High School formally orga- 
nized into an Association. This foun- 
dation of the Alumni Association 
could be seen as a boundary line 
between the "old" St. Mary's and 
the ‘‘New’’ St. Mary's, for soon a 
plan was projected to build a new 
structure. They wanted a structure 
more in the keeping with the educa- 
tional work being done at St. 
Mary's.

The period of 1915-1929 was a 
time when St. Mary's High School 
was accomplishing my firsts. 

The class of 1915 will forever be 
united by the memory of having at- 
tempted and successfully issued the 
first edition of the School's Annual, 
“The Labarum." 

1916's was an exciting year for 
St. Mary's. During that year, the first 
basketall team was organized. The 
team consisted of eight people. 
Their coach was senior Linus M. 
Schrems. They had a very success-

Around this time, a fine orchestra 
was formed. 

Boy Scouts held an important 
place in the life of the school. Troup

St. Mary's basketball team made 
history in 1923 by winning the State 
Basketball Title.

The music participants 
were entered in Class B and won all 
three events in elimination contests,

Rev. Felix Vogt took 
over as pastor of St. Mary’s. 

On March 4, 1938, the diocese of
